Of the numerous sandwich fillings 
that might be suggested I am minded 
to supply the following excellent mix> 
ture, which came originally from a4 
high school principal and was undoubt-| 
edly based upon her experience upon 
such occasions: 


One pond of soft  yeliow cheese, two 
or three well beatén eggs, one-half cup 
of cream, some salt and pepper. Mix 
the cream and well beaten eggs and 
drop into the mixture the cheese cut 
into small pieces (you may grate it on 
an inverted frying basket). 

Put the whole over a fire—not. too 
hot—and stir constantly until the 


‘cheese melts. Take off fire and add 
‘salt and pepper to taste, 
pepper or paprika.
